Claim 2 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited art 
of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a polarizing plate, as generally recited in 
Claim 2, the polarizing plate including, in combination with the features recited in Claim 
2, the dye having a tabular molecular shape coated on the rubbed surface of the substrate 
is oriented roughly perpendicular to the rubbing direction, wherein the aqueous solution 
containing a dye is prepared by introducing at least one hydrophilic group to the dye and 
solving the resultant dye to water. Claims 3, 5, 12-14 are dependent on Claim 2, and 
hence are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 2 is allowable.
